FRANCE AND US. 


“NEW ‘SETTLEMENT PLAN. rs 


Arthur, Henderson, the Home 
Secretary, recently, It is interest- 
ing, thetefore, to consider how it 
was that “lotteries” or sweep- 
stakes’came under the ban: of the 
Jaw, writes,C. H, B. in “The 
Weekly Dispatch.” 

The’ first entry in the Statute 
Book jis an Act passed in 1697, io 
the reign of William the Third. This 
Act states in an claborate’ pream- 
able that “Several evil disposed 
persons” had set up lotteries not 
only “in the City of London and 
Westminster,” but in “most of 
the afcient towns and places in 
England and the dominion : of 
“Wales.” . According to the’ Act 
these persons “ 
unjustly and fraudulently gotten 
to themselves great sums ‘of money 
from the children and servants of 
several gentlemen, traders and 
merchants, and from other unwary 
persons, to the utter ruin and 
impoverishment of many families.” 

We find, however, that in 1710, 
the Government of the day realized 
that a lottery was a good way of 
‘raising- money, and by an“Act ‘of 
that date Queen” Anne ‘was 
authorized to raise £15,000 by way 
of a lottery, while the penalties 
against a private lottery were 
mad¢ morc severc., - 

In 1721 George I. was allowed fo 
raise an unlimited sum by a 
lottery, ond again many: pains and 
penalties were enacted “ against 
private persons who should. dare 
to follow his Majesty's oxariple. 

In 1738 the games of * the ace of 
hearts, pharaoh, basset, or hazard” 
were declared to come under the 
prohibition against private lotteries.
